Another co-chairman of the 
board of directors, Dr. Rolland C. 
Lowe，spoke last week of the 
damage which has been done to 
the Culture Center by press re- 
ports of dissension and a funding 
crisis. Dr. Lowe pointed to suc- 
cessful fund-raising efforts，in- 
cluding $250,000 in bank loans; 
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an $82,000 Justice Enterprise 
allocation; and other grants from 
the San Francisco Foundation， 
the hotel tax fund, the State Art 
Commission，and over $6,000 -in 
pledges, 

Dr. Lowe said that there would 
have been no funding crisis if the 
Center had not pushed to spend 
most ofthis money raised to com- 
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plete the auditorium. There 'are 
more foundation grants pending 
and 3a successful fund-raising 
could eliminate a funding crisis， 
he pointed out. He.said， in view 
of the.left-right squabbles， tacti- 
cally the Center has to rely on 
community people and stay away 
from sponsorship from -either 
Taipei or Peking.

Police Exam Set, Buf_ Recruifs Going Elsewhere 


Minority recruitment officers of 
the San.Francisco Police Depart- 
ment are Successfully producing 
first-class Asian police recruits 一 
for other police departments. 
While the S$.F.…Civil Service ex- 
amination for police officer has 
been continually delayed,，Asians 
trained by minority recruiters to 
pass the exam have decided to 
accept positions with other police 
departments in the Bay Area. 

According to Inspector Herb 
Lee and Officer Troy Dangerfield 
of minority recruitment some of 
their best prospects could not 
wait for the S$.F. exam，which is 
now Scheduled by Civil Service 
for September 7. One Asian can- 
didate has joined the Marines 
and another has taken a test for 
the San Francisco Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Lee and Dangerfield are work- 
ing overtime to inform interested 
minorities that Civil Service has 
reopened applications for the 


September 7 exam for one month 
(June 28-July 29). mspector Lee 
urges any Asian，regardless of 
height or weight, to apply to take 
the exam and to contact the mi- 
nority recruiter at 771-7100. 
Judge Robert Peckham of U.S. 
District Court has ordered Civil 
Service to hold the exam by Sep- 
tember 7 and to administer 站 to 
all candidates irrespective of 
height. 
ORDER 


Civil Service is also under a 
November 1973 order by the U.S. 
District Court to hire three minor- 
ities for every two non-minorities 
when a list is established for 
police officer after the written， 
oral and physical exams are com- 
pleted. The District Court retains 
the prerogative to modify its own 
three-to-two hiring ratio and 
could throw out ,Civil Services 
5'6”height minimum for police 
officer,，depending on the results 
of the exam. 


The District Court order came 
about after a suit was filed ip 
April，1973，charging S.EF. Civil 
Service and the Police Depart- 
ment with discrimination in em- 
ployment and hiring.， Plaintiffs 
included O 亿 cers for Justice and 
Chinese for Affirmative Action. 
Subsequently, the court ruled for 
the plaintiffs and a series of civij 
SerVvice hearings were held to 
establish the examination cri- 
teria. 

Civil Service General Manager 
Bernard Orsi had scheduled the 
exam to be given in September of 
jast year. A_ series of changes ip 
the criteria postponed the exam 
several times and the court ruled 
that appjlications had to be re- 
opened each time. 

The last police exam took place 
in 1970 and Orsi has indicated 
thatthe new list might be used to 
hire police officers over the next 
four years. The height minimum 
in the 1970 exam Was 5 7…”. 一 尺 .9.

A._hitherto _ little-noticed elec- 
tronics firm on the periphery of 
Chinatown is drawing the atten- 
tion of the community as the fall- 
out of a labor dispute is spilling 
out onto the streets.

According to the workers，the 
firing started last March in ones 
and twos. To date，18 have lost 
their jobs. Others have quit in 


Support of those fired. Lee Mah，

ics parts assembly firm，now has 
about 55 employees. 
IMMIGRANTS 

Established about four years 
ago0，Lee Mah is staffed heavily 
by non-English-speaking Chinese 
imnmigrants.， 下 our of them，who 
are among those fired，said the 
Lee Mah management got rid of 
Workers who wanted to join or- 
ganized labor and who demanded 
higher pay and better working 
conditionSs. 

One said,，“I was fired on the 
pretext that 工 was too Slow . . . 
butIhad been on the job for more 
than two years; why didn't he 
(the manager) fire me in the 


beginning, 让 工 were that slow2” 
The others said they were fired 
on Similarly unreasonable 
grounds. 

The formerworkerslinterviewed 
said their firing stemmed 位 om 
their involvement in the unioniza- 
tion issue. The management had 
openly discouraged workers from 
joining any union, they said. 

According to informed Sources， 
the Teamsters Union Local 856 
petitioned last year to the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board (NLRB) 
to admit the Lee Mah workers 
into the union. A _ vote was taken 
last January and the teamsters” 
bid to unionize Lee Mah was de- 
feated by a_ narrow margin，the 
Sources Said. Subsequently，an 
investigation was conducted 
under the auspices of the NLRB 
as 8a result of complaints filed by 
both the union and the manage- 
ment，charging that there were 
irregularities in the election ,

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WUSHU TROUPE AND THE CONEFUCIUS STATUE 


Last week,， we Saw two events which created some contro- 
verSsies in Chinatown. One had to do with the visiting Wushu 
Troupe of China. The other was related to the dedication of 
the Confucius statue in San Jose. 

When the WushuT:oupe was in town, the Nationalists hung 
huge banners on Grant Avenue and bought advertisements in 
Chinese papers to urge members of the troupe to defect. They 
aven instaled a Special phone where someone would be at 
hand to offer assistance all day long. 

On tbe other hand, those opposed to the statue of Confucius 
rallljed Support from throughout the Bay Area in order to 
demonstrate their feejings against such gifts from Taiwan. 

We deplore those who bring the Nationalist-Communist 
strug&ggle of China to these shores. The Nationalist-Commu- 
nist conflict is an internal problem of China，amnd as such 
should be settled on the soil of China, not the United States. 
Chinese-Americans should channel their energies to commu- 
nity works and form a united front to demonstrate for those 
issues immediately related to the community. 


AFRESH APPROACH TO AN OLD ART FORM .~ 


San Francisco was fortunate to be chosen as one of the few 
ceities to hostthe visiting Wushu Troupe of China. The general 
excellence' of their performances has been acclaimed by all. 
The humiliation that China suffered the past hundred years 
has caused many Chinese to turn from their own heritage and 
scrambjle for things western. Wushu, the Chinese traditional 
martial arts, has seen along decline until recent years. 

Recently, much to our disappointment, filmmakers in Hong 
&ong and Taiwan have flooded the market with their verslions 
ef swordplay and kung fu films. These films emphasize blind 
joyalty, gang rivalry,， petty revenge, crime and violence. Such 
unhealthy themes have given Chinese martial arts a bad 
image. Therefore, it is indeed refreshing to see the young per- 
formers of the Wushu Troupe demonstrate that there is a 
positive way to inherit this traditional art form . 

We notice -that many of the boxing sequences have been 
either simpjlified or streamlined. The aim is no longer to maim 
orto kill but to work out a set of movements with the partneT 
or the team in a cooperative manner. In China today，wushu is 
treated as a sport rather than a secret combat device. The in- 
corporation of wushu with music，choreography，and gym- 
nastic movements is a delightto watch. 

Weapplaud this type of cultural exchange program.

Come July 13 and 14，the Chinese community will have 
much cause to celebrate, with the blossoming of the Hop Jok 
festivities .

Crime, law and order，and the 
problems of Chinatown youth 
Were the major concerns of pane]- 
ists and the audience at last 

hursday"s discussionon China- 
town s most pressing problems 
held at the Chinese Culture Cen- 
ter. 

Supervisor Dianne Feinstein 
urged members of the Chinese 
American community to come to- 
gether to preserve peace and 
ight crimne，She indicated that 
Chinatown would probably con- 
tinue not getting its fair share of 


government funding until some 


consensus comes out of the com- 
munity， 

Feinstein, the president of the 
Board of Supervisors，said she 
had' recently been informed by 
Department of Justice sources 
that the gang movement that has 
been growing in Chinatown has 
connections in the Chinatowns of 
other cities. 

This statement received some 
reinforcement ip the question 
and answer period when Police 
Chief Donald Scott saidthat there 
is a connection “on a national 
scale involving narcotics in Chi- 
natown”andthat the gang prob- 
lems here have connections in 
other cities and outside the state. 

DEFENDED 

Scott and former police chief 
and present San Francisco super- 
Visor Al Nelder defended their 
eftorts to communicate with the 
Chinatown” community and to 
bring Chinese officers into the 
police department: Scott urged 
that Chinatown residents partici- 
pate in a “neighborhood watch” 
program to eliminate crime such 
as extortion practices which 
might be going on in Chinatown , 

Some criticism of this program 
asa ”big brother” operation sur- 
faced in the question and answer 
period. Scott defended the pro- 
gram，which is almost certain to 
be funded as part of an extensive 
federally-funded police-commu- 
nity program including a 9I1 
emergency telephone service， 
assistance to the aged，and a 
robbery abatement plank，as 
good citizenship . 

Feinstein's plea for aconsensus 
from -the Chinatown community 
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was criticized by the publisher of 
the Sun-Reporter，Carlton Good- 
lett，and Louis Garcia，a former 
Human Rights Commissioner 
Both expressed the opinion thaf 
minority communities should bx 
able to support a diversity ol 
opinion and still expect to receive 
their fair share of city funds, 

Minorities shouldn't have to go 

”crawjling down to City Hall beg- 
ging for rights that are ours,” 
said panelist Goodlett. He put the 
major blame for the problems of 
Iminorities in San Francisco on 
racism and blasted the ineffectual 
nature of panel discussions which 
provide only “the treadmill of 
conversation ljeading nowhere.” 

Supervisor John Molinari，Re- 
publican congressional candidate 
Tom Caylor，and retired banker

PROGRAM 

During her  _ presentation， 
Supervisor Feinstein revealed 
that the Chinatown youth pro- 
gram that had been slated to be 
funded f 们 om revenue sharing 
Inoney jlast year had a good 
chance for approval in the 1974- 
1975 budget. She indicated that 
the former $250,000 request had 
been cut back considerably. Last 
year after the then supervisor 
George Chinn, among others，ex- 
pressed disapproval of the proj- 
ect ( 卫 /W June. 27，1973)，the 
Human Rights_ Commission re- 
wrote the proposal. However, the 
Iayor'8 office did not give the 
project fanding in the 1973-1974 
budget. Chinatown leaders who 
drafted the original proposal in- 
cluded Quailand Tom and Dr. 
Dennis Wong. 

Commissioner Bill Becker of 
the Human Rights Commijssion 
told East/West last week that the 
program is for the foreign-born 
youth in junior high schools. 
Funding, including the salaries of 
two club organizers，is $26,316.

As long as Congress does 
not react adversely to the cases in 
question, hopefully acting by the 
end of 1975,，approved cases will 
receive their “green cards” or 
permanent residency status，. 


EXPEDIENCY 

Williams attributed the expedi- 
ency of Immigration's action on 
the 350 cases to local ljawyers and 
aliens who have consistently 
pressured Immigration，and who 
went so far as to file a class action 
suit against Immigration. Judge 
Stanley Weigel dismissed the

suit without prejudice，meaning 
that the dismissal was not on the 
merits of the case and that the 
suit may be brought again , 
Michael Lee，one of the attor- 
neys for the plaintiffs in the class 
action Suit, agreed with Williams 
that the go-ahead signal from 
Washington，D.C.，was not a 
“normal administrative re- 
Sponse.”

FORMAL COMPLAINT 

Besides organizing a picket line 
to protest their firing, the former 
workers have also brought their 
grievancesto the NLRB. A formal 
complaint was filed last Wednes- 
day against Lee Mah Electronics， 
confirmed Sharlene Carlson，a 
Spokesperson for a Palo Alto- 
based law firm which is repre- 
senting the 18 former Lee Mah 
Workers. 

Carlson said, “We are alleging 
that the employer has violated 
Section :8 A-I and II of the 
National Labor Relations Act.?” 
The jlabor code， according to 
Carlson, states that the employer 
mustnot “interfere with, restrain 
Or coerce employees in their 
rights to form labor organiza- 
tions.” The law also forbids the 
employer to use “any term or 
condition of employment to en- 
courage or discourage member- 
ship in any labor organization ,” 
she said . 

Janette Harmon，an NLRB in- 
vestigator，said that she would 
begin an investigation into the- 
charges this week. She said that 
it was up to the charging party to 
establish a case pointing to the 
fact that there had been a viola- 


tion . 

Attorney James Wolpman，who 
represents the workers，said that 
he was satisfied that he had the 
evidence needed to build a case 
against Lee Mah management. 下

MEDIA COVERAGE 

Bing Hong Mah，manager of 
Lee Mah，refused to discuss the 
charges after being contacted by 
了 上/W more than once.

But Mike Friedenbach,， president 
of Farinon Electric of San Carlos， 
complained of “distortions”” in 
the media coverage of the Lee 
Mah dispute..

“Our attitude is that we have a 
good operation (at Lee Mah).” 
He denied that people had been 
fired for getting involved in union 
activities. In each case,， the em- 
ployee was fired “with good 
reason，” ”Such as showing up 
late, Friedenbach said. 

He said others had been laid off 
because of slacking business. He 
saidthat Lee Mah was in a“…diffi- 
cult position” of having to com- 
pete for business with other elec- 
tronics assembly firms such as 
those in Mexico and Hong Kong， 
where cheap labor abounds.
